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DESERVING OF | 
DEATH PENALTY 7 


Comment of Judge in Sentenc- 
“Ing Two Kidnappers 


THEY STOLE TWO GHILOREN 


Twenty-Five to Forty-Nine Years In 
Prison the Punishment Meted Out 
to Maria Rappa and Pattenza— 
Woman Declared to Be Lacking 
Every Instinct of a Mother and 
Qualities of Goodness 


New York, Dec. 28.—A crushing 
blow to the kidnapping bands who 
have been working in this and other 
cities was administered by Judge 
Fawcett in county court in Brooklyn 
when, after unmercifully scoring 
Maria Rappa and Stanislao Pattenza 
as a menace to the community and de- 
serving of the death penalty, the 
court gave them the maximum sen- 
tence for kidnapping, an indeterminate 
period of from twenty-five to forty- 
nine years and ten months in state 
prison. 

They were convicted recently in 
quick trials of having abducted and 
held in captivity 8-year-old Guiseppe 
Longo and Michael Rizzo,.7 years old, 
sons of well-to-do Brooklyn Italians. 

The Longo boy was kidnapped on 
Nov. 19 last and.a few days later the 
Rizzo child disappeared. The Longo 
boy’s parents soon received a letter 
demanding $15,000 for the return of 
their child. 

The case, being put in the hands of 
Deputy Police Commissioner Flynn, a 
clue was obtained to the whereabouts 
of the supposed kidnappers and in a 
sensational raid on a house in Hast 
Sixty-Third street, the Longo child 
was found and ten prisoners were 
taken, two of them women. 

Guiseppe Longo was the chief wit- 
ness against both prisoners at their 
trials. The prosecution alleged that 
Pattenza was-the chief of the kid- 
napping band and that Maria Rappa 
was one of his most important aides. 

In sentencing the Rappa woman 
Judge Fawcett said he regretted that 
he could not impose the death penalty, 
which would be none too severe. 

“It is almost unbelievable,” said 
the judge, “that you could have held 
these broken-hearted children for 
twenty days, knowing the terrible suf- 
fering of their distracted parents. You 
have given birth to children. Your 
own children lived in the very room 


-where little Guiseppe Longo was héld 


a captive. You have neither the 
spirit nor instinct of a mother. 

“The God-like mother love is bet- 
ter shown in beasts tnan in you. A 
good mother is the holiest thing alive, 
but you give no qualities of knowing 
anything of goodness.” 

The judge declared that if there 
had been an atom of mother love in 
the breast of the prisoner she would 
have turned the little prisoner loose. 
The court declared that the cruel, 
unnatural part played by the Rappa 
woman branded her as an undesirable 
member of society. 

“The limit of punishment is not too 
severe for you,” said Judge Fawcett. 
"Your children will be treated kindly.” 

Pattenza was given a similarly se- 
vere scoring, which he took coolly. 


LONG HATPINS BARRED 


Wearing Them With Points Unguard- 
ed Punishable In Kansas City 

Kansas City, Dec. 29.—An ordi- 
nance was passed by both branches 
of the city council last night making it 
a misdemeanor, with a penalty of $1 
to $200, to wear hat pins with the 
points unguarded. It was introduced 
by Dr. Jackson, alderman from the 
Thirteenth ward, as a& measure for 
the protection of helpless and unpro- 
tected mankind.

ROBIN DRAGS. 
OTHERS DOWN 


Crash Reveals Him as New 
Comet In High Finance 


WAS IN MANY ENTERPRISES 


Savings Bank of Which He Is Pres!- 
dent Refuses to Pay Depositors— 
Ordered Out of Sanitarium In View 
of Criminal Proceedings Foreshad- 
owed In Newspapers—Grand Jury 
to Investigate His Doings 


New York, Dec. 29.—With the 
closing of the Northern Bank of New 
York and its nine branches in this 
city, the embarrassment of other con- 


cerns which he controlled and his 
own commitment to a sanitarium as 
an incurable paranoic, the meteoric 
financial career of Joseph G. Robin 
appears to have come to an end. 

The crash in the business world 
caused by the closing of the bank, 
which carried 25,000 deposits, aggre- 
gating $7,000,000, revealed Robin as 
@ new comet in high finance. The 
president of the bank is Frank lL. 
Grant. 

At the New York office of Superin- 
tendent of Insurance Hotchkiss it was 
learned that Robin obtained $300,000 
instead of $100,000, as at first sup- 
posed, from the Northern bank on 
Friday, while men from the office of 
the state superintendent of banks 
were there. 

The Washington Savings bank, of 
which Robin is president, yesterday 
refused to pay its depositors, demand- 
ing the legal sixty days’ notice. On 
July 1 the deposits were $1,410,- 
205.65. 

The daring of the young operator, 
who, it is believed, has dragged down 
to financial destruction at least six 
other institutions, outstrips the deeds 
which sent Charles W. Morse to the 
federal penitentiary. 

Involved with Robin are William L. 
Broer, cashier of the Northern Bank 
of New York; Anthony Stumpf, vice 
_president of the Aetna Indemnity 
company; who is also vice president 
of the Rochester Title and Guarantee 
company, and William V. Lomax, 
secretary of both the two last named 
companies. 

Robin is declared by his friends to 
have become demented over his 
plight, after having made two at- 
tempts at suicide, and was on Mon- 
day adjudged an incurable paranofac 
by Drs. McDonald and Flint. On 
their certificates Robin was committed 
by Justice Amend to the sanitarium of 
Dr. McDonald at Central Valley. 

Robin was yesterday ordered out of 
the sanitarlum by McDonald. Robin 
was brought to New York city by his 
sister. McDonald issued the follow- 
ing statement concerning his action: 

“In view of the criminal proceed- 
{ngs foreshadowed in the newspapers, 
I requested Dr. Louise Rubinovitz, 
Mr. Robin’s sister, to remove him 
from the sanitarium, which she did 
today.” 

These proceedings were taken with- 
out the knowledge and much to the 
disgust of State Superintendent of In- 
surance Hotchkiss and State Superin- 
tendent of Banks Cheney, who are 
now in charge of the Northern Bank 
of New York and its branches, as well 
as the seemingly endless chain of en- 
terprises which Robin dominated. 

District Attorney Whitman had a 
long conference with Hotchkiss, and 
ft was stated the entire matter will 
be presented to the grand jury for the 
January term, on Tuesday next. Ac- 
cording to the evidence sumbitted to 
the district attorney more than one 
official of the bank is deeply implicat- 
ed, and the indictment of these and 
possibly others is expected. 

The indictment of Robin, which is 
declared to be certain, will permit 
an investigation to test his mental 
condition. 

Mr. Whitman says he has under- 
taken to learn whether Robin dis- 
played any symptoms of paranoia be- 
fore the state officials began to look 
into the methods of his transactions in 
| the Aetna and the Guarantee com- 
panies and the Northern bank, He 
| says that so far as he can learn these 
| symptoms did not appear until it be- 
came known that an exhaustive in- 


f| vestigation was belng made and that 
‘| hints were thrown out that a grand 


jury investigation might result. “I 
will not be satisfied with the exam- 
{nation made by the alienists em- 
ployed by Robin’s sister,” said Whit- 
man. 

It is likely that an application will 
be made to the supreme court to have 
alienists, employed by the state, ex- 
amine Robin. 

Robin, the chief stockholder of the 
bank, has had a remarkable career. 
He ts 34 years old. When he came to 
this country from Russia, sixteen 
years ago, he was virtually penniless.

GOES UP OVER TWO

Hoxsey Establishes a New

He is, in fact, almost the on8 man 
in congress whom Republicans of all 
classes would follow, because of his 
fairness and his proved ability in the 
handling of large matters of legisla- 
tion and politics. 

It has long been an open secret that 
the Republican national committee has 
needed intelligent supervision. Frank 
H. Hitchcock did wonderfully good 
work in corraling southern delegates 
favorable to the nomination of Mr. 
Taft In 1908, but his experiences with 
northern men have been less suc- 
cessful.

It is not so long ago as to remove 
it from being a very trite saying, that 
a distinguished citizen of the United 
States suggested that the tariff was 
a “local issue.” The average reform- 
er will object to this suggestion, but 
the man who is dependent upon a 
business, which in turn is dependent { 
upon tariff legislation, will still insist 
that this is a very true saying. 

Because it is true, it is high time 
that the yarious communities in New 
England which are so tremendously 
wrapped up in manufacturing as to 
make the success of manufacturing 
the key to the growth, development, 
and prosperity of such communities, 
arouse themselves to appreciate that 
there is a crisis on in connection with 
the new tariff agitation. If free trade 
would be better for everybody in the 
United States, let us have it. If pro- 
tection is the best solution of con- 
ditions and prosperity, then let us 
have that, but whichever we have, 
isn’t it about time that we had it 
more than a few weeks at a time? 

Because we personally believe that 
the policy of poe should be 
pursued, and that the present tariff 
law is of vital importance and a most 
satisfactory measure in its dealing 
with New England affairs, we can- 
not resist urging the citizens of An- 
dover to study the problem from this 
viewpoint. Not a wheel turns in the 
business life of this town or in the 
neighboring city of Lawrence, that 
is not affected by this continued agi- 
tation against the tariff law. 

It is getting beyond the cheap talk 
of “robber barons” who are reputed 
to control all these various industries, 
and is rapidly reaching the weekly 
pay envelope of the man who toils. 
He should know more about it.

We prohibited everything 
of evil tendency. No cigars, whisky 
and no games of chance were allowed 
on the grounds. A fine floral house, 
. poultry house, large stables, sheep 
and hog sheds are now visible as the 
result of the earnest éfforts of a har- 
monious band of Patrons who were 
and are interested in the uplift and 
advancement of the neighboring till- 
ers of the soil. 

This same grange was the prime 
mover in having erected a short dis- 
tance from the hall a commodious 
brick consolidated school building oc- 
cupled by three school districts, where 
five teachers are employed and in 
which twelve grades are taught, in- 
cluding manual training and domestic 
science, and where the fourth and fifth 
grades are given a plot of ground 10 
by 26 feet for gardens, Judges are ap- 
pointed to determine what the results 
have been each year. There is also a 
state experimental station in connec- 
tion with this school. This grange 
has been buying flour and feed direct 
from the mill for several years and 
California dried fruits from the grow- 
ers, MRS.

The New Year 


— 


We cannot tell what the new year 
or even what a day may bring to 
pass. The past year will be spoken 
of by politicians as the year that 
Roosevelt met his Waterloo when he 
tried to conquer America by speech- 
making. It will be spoken of by his- 
torians as the year Edward the 
Peace-maker, King of Britain and 
Emperor of India, died, and the year 
of the settlement by arbitration of the 
Newfoundland fishery question so 
long disputed. It will also be record- 
ed that ten million dollars to help on 
peace in this warship-building age 
were given by Carnegie, an old Scot- 
tish boy who began to work for two 
dollars a week. Mr. Rockerfeller, 
who gives a finishing ten millions to 
Chicago University, will also be re- 
membered, and Portugal becoming a 
republic in the face of clerical opposi- 
tion, with little bloodshed, will not 
be forgotten, neither will the trying 
and far-reaching elections to the 
House of Commons in Britain, test- 
ing the supremacy of the House of 
Lords. Many other important events 
will come to the memory of the read- 
ers of these musings. 

I wish to say that I am proud of 
Scotland’s vote, It is a curious fact 
that Calvinism, or as some enlighten- 
ed people today would call it, bar- 
barism, always makes a free, liberal- 
minded political atmosphere. The 
parson and the squire in England and 
the two extreme parties in Ireland 
make their elections vary, but Scot- 
land votes the liberal ticket every 
time and will not be swindled into 
voting a tax on-.wheat to make it 
cheaper. yes 

I intended to give a Scotch dinner 
menu in this New Year’s letter, and 
I got off on elections against by will. 

In my last letter I wished all read- 
ers of the Townsman to have a good 
Christmas dinner and_ plenty. of 
Stouth and Routh on their tables. I 
cannot explain what these two words 
mean, but luckily a sermon by. Rev. 
Smith Baker last month puts Stouth 
and Routh plainly before his hearers. 
In speaking of the dinner of sixty 
years ago, at the Thanksgiving re- 
unions, Mr. Bak says: “That 
Thanksgiving day, what a day that 
was. Gant as long as father and 
mother lived, we all went home. 
What a dinner it was! City people 
know nothing about an old-fashioned 
country Thanksgiving dinner of sixty 
years ago. There were no fancy im- 
itations of French cooking, but what 


PSALM XLIV 


—————— 
The occasion of this Psalm is un- 
known; but a fit setting for it is 
found in the condition of Israel at 
the time of the Maccabees, and par- 
ticularly in the defeat and death of 
the first and noblest of them, Judas 
the Maccabee, who, under God, be- 
came the savior of his people and 
rescued the worship of Jehovah from 
extinction at the hands of Antiochus, 
who was determined to transform 
the Jews into Greeks and replace their 
religion with Grecian idolatry. 


To this end he plundered their 
temple, erecting in the “holy place” 
an altar to Jupiter. Sabbath-keeping 
and circumcision wherever discover- 
ed he punished with death. Those 
who were steadfast in their faith he 
persecuted with diabolical cruelty. 


Second Maccabees, seventh chap- 
ter, tells of the mother of seven sons, 
who saw them successively tortured 
to a lingering death, exhorting and 
encouraging each in turn to be stead- 
fast, until all were dead. They are 
referred to in Heb. 11:35 as “tor- 
tured not accepting deliverance.” 


No period of Jewish history more 
closely corresponds to the verses 
(9-16) of this Psalm, and with the in- 
tegrity claimed in the verses that 
follow. There were many who apos- 
tasized, even of the priests; but the 
true Israelites were faithful unto 
death and proved worthy of the 
crown of life. 

The division of the Psalm is very 
clear into four stanzas, 1-8 pro- 
claims Jehovah the author and source 
of all the triumphs of the days of old; 
9-16 make him equally the author of 
all their calamities; 17-22 protest the 
innocence of the people and attribute 
their sufferings to their loyalty to 
God; 23-26 are a remonstrance and a 
prayer for speedy deliverance. 

I. Our fathers have told us how 
thou didst cast out the heathen and, 
plant them. That success was not by 
their own sword, but by a / right 
hand, and thine arm and the light of 
thy countenance. In God we boast 
all the day, and we will praise thy 
name forever and ever. 

It was not Israel that rose against 
Pharoah. But the miracles of Jeho- 
vah compelled the Egyptians to beg 
them to be gone, and when pares 
and cornered at the Red Sea they had 
only to stand still and see the salva- 
tion of the Lord. It was he who led 
them through the waters dry shod, 
who shook down the walls of Jericho, 
who pelted the confederate forces of 
Canaan with meteoric stones, who 
caused “the stars in their courses to 
fight against Sisera.” It was the 
prayer and not the sword of Heze- 
kiah that turned back the Asyrian 
braggart with a hook in his nose and 
God’s bridle in his lips, and scattered 
his hosts by a blast of the breath of 
his nostrils (see Is. chapter 10 and 
II Kings, 19: 28). 

II. Stanza second traces to God 
his people’s disasters and defeats. 
Thou hast cast us off, turned us back, 
made us a reproach among our neigh- 
bors, and a by-word with the nations. 
Thou hast appointed us as sheep are 
appointed for meat, and_ scattered 
us among the heathen (II Mac. 5: 14, 
Antiochus took Jerusalem by storm, 
and “there were destroyed within 
three days fourscore thousand; 
whereof forty thousand were slain in 
conflict and no fewer were sold than 
were slain”), The statements in these 
verses are paralleled again and again 
in the Psalms and confirmed as a doc- 
trine of the Bible in both testaments. 
Shall evil befall a city and Jehovah 
hath not done it? Amos 3:6. I, Jeho- 
vah, form light and create darkness. I 


a table! Notice the bill of fare. Most 
of it was put on the table at the same 
time. A roast turkey, a roast goose, 
a roast spare rib, a chicken pie, with a 
representation of all the vegetables 
which grew on the farm; a baked 
Indian pudding, a cracker pudding, 
mince pie and apple pie, a pumpkin 
ie and a custard pie. It was a fam- 
ily love feast.” 3 

Well, after this menu my _ snail 
dinner looks small. As there are 
many readers of the Townsman who 
claim Scotland as their birthplace, 
the land of haggis, whiskey and 
freedom, I give them a receipt for 
haggis, without the stomach of a 
sheep or pig. : 

Oatmeal pudding or mock haggis: 
six cups oatmeal, “Ohio;” one-half 
pease steak, cut into inch bits; one- 

alf pound beef suet, minced fine; 
four onions, nicely minced; pepper 
and salt to taste; all well mixed, add- 
ing as much water as mecessafy to 
make it into a stiff paste or roundish 
ball like a football. Tie up in a cloth 
and boil fully three hours. If any 
is left over cut in slices and fry in 
butter till well browned and hot. 
This is my mother’s mock haggis re- 
ceipt, and I hope will be found. no 
mockery. I forgot to say that a plate 
or saucer should be put under the 
haggis, as in boiling so long the 
cloth may burn and stick to the vessel 
it is boiled in. 

If you send a Scotchman to India, 
Labrador or Africa he remains a 
Scotchman. The truth ofthis state- 
ment was forcibly brought to me this 
week by —t a small book of 
poems written by Charles Murray 
in South Africa. The name he gives 
the little volume is “Hamewith.” To 
whet your appetites .I quote just one 
stanza: 

Here on the Rand we freely grant 
We're blest wi’ sunny weather; 

Frae could an’ snow we’re weel awa’, 
But man, we miss the heather. 

Yes, we miss the heather and the 
auld thatched house—yet are thank- 
ful that with our frost and snow in 
Massachusetts we have warm-hearted, 
kindly folks as our neighbors, who 
are willing to be neighborly to decent 
people from all countries. 

As these poems from Johannesburg 
have wakened up my dormant poetic 
fire, I give you the result thereof: 
We've turkeys, geese and oyster stew 
And corned beef and cabbage, 
Tomatoes, mince pies and-beefsteaks, 
But man, we miss the haggis.

make peace and create evil. And 
our Saviour says to Peter, “Thou 
couldst have no power at all against 
me except it were given thee from 
above.” ; 

III, Now comes the remonstrance 
on the ground of the people’s inno- 
cence. “All this has come upon us, 
vet have we not forgotten thee nor 
turned away from thee, nor declined 
from thy path; but for thy sake we 
are killed all the day long.” (17-22) 

IV. 23-26 is expostulation and ap- 
peal to God’s lovingkindness for im- 
mediate help. This pea for de- 
liverance rests upon three facts—the 
power of God as shown in the records 
of the past, the present need as press- 
ing as of old, and especially that the 
sufferings are the fruit of loyalty to 
God. “For thy sake we are counted 
as sheep for the slaughter.” 

These words of the Psalms are 
quoted by the apostle Paul as de- 
scriptive of similar persecutions in 
his own person and in the case of his 
fellow disciples. But his keynote is 
exultant. hese words in his mouth 
ring with triumph. What shall we 
say to these things? If God be for 
us, who can be against us? Who or 
what can separate us from the love 
of God in Christ Jesus our Lord? In 
all these things we are more than 
conquerors through Him who loved 
us and gave Himself for us. 

“What shall we say to these 
things?” says the Psalmist, And he 
lingers in suspense. For the love of 
God had not yet been revealed in the 
gift of his son. The new and ive 
way of access had not been opene 
through the veil of the flesh. Im- 
manuel, God with us, was yet in the 
future. Men knew not yet the love 
which God has toward us, and which 
was able to do exceeding abundantly 
above all that we can ask or think. 

We have fought a good fight, we 
have kept the faith, we have pleaded 
the promises, we have fled for refuge; 
but we have found no deliverance. 
Such is the attitude of our Psalm, and 
such, even under the light of the 
gospel, is the posture of some true 
souls today. They cry with Job, “Oh, 
that I knew where I might find God.” 
Life for them is dull and hard and 
bitter. Experience gives the lie to 
faith, But God delivers the godly 
out of temptation. He knows our 
misgivings, better than we know them 
ourselves, He invites us to be frank 
with Him, to take our doubts to Him, 
reverently but simply, as a little child, 
between him and ourselves alone. 

Be honest as Thomas was. If you 
doubt, say so, but do not stay away. 
Comply with His invitation, “Come 
unto Me ye that are heavy laden and 
I will give you rest.” Come to Him 
Who has been tempted as we are, but 
without sin, Who Himself has cried 
to His Father “Why hast Thou for- 
saken Me?” and He will show you 
His hands and His feet. Your pro- 
test will pass into prayer and your 
prayer will mount into praise, and 
like the doubting disciple you will cry 
in an ecstasy of faith, “My Lord and 
my God,” and yet he may offer no 
explanation. You will want none. 
What He does you no longer care to 
know. It is enough that He does it. 
There is but one thing needed in the 
Christian life, and that is to be, ab- 
solutely sure that God is good. “Thou 
wilt keep him in perfect peace whose 
mind is Ag on Thee, because he 
trusteth in Thee,” and this, I take it, 


is the lesson of our Psalm. 
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“Every now and then we read of 
some wonderful new invention and 
the entire reading world marvels, and 
then a little later some one else dis. 
covers the fact that the new invention 
is nothing but an application or 
revival of something that the ancients 
knew of and invented and used,” said 
M. J. Hammers, General Manager of 
the Abbott Motor Co. of Detroit, 
Michigan, manufacturers of the Ab. 
bott-Detroit. “Why, in Vitruvius! 
‘Treatise on Architecture’ he de. 
scribes a method of measuring the dis. 
tance traveled by a vehicle, 
was so arranged that as one Roman 
mile was traversed a pebble or bal} 
was dropped into a brazen pot, this 
giving an audible notice of the end of 
the mile; this with the hour glass 
gave the speed indicator, and when 
the day’s Journey was finished the 
distance was found by counting the 
pebbles in brazen pot.  Vitruviys 
dedicated his book to the Emperor 
Augustus, who died A, D. 13, but the 
actual date of publication is unknown, 
but it is believed to have been a few 
years before the beginning of the 
Christian era. As he speaks of this 
invention as being used at that time, 
it is very likely more than 2,000 years 
old.” It was also used for measuring 
distances at sea, a paddle wheel being 
fixed on one side of the ship to turn 
the gearing. If this wasn’t the first 
odometer and speedometer combined, 
I would like to know why.” ~
